COUNT ONE 



1 . The allegations contained in paragraph 1 to 3 of the 

jurisdictional statement are incorporated herein as though 
fully set forth herein. 
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2. The Social Security Administration Office is a Federal Agency 
in the Executive Branch responsible for administering the 
nation's retirement program and its survivors and disability 
insurance programs. 

3. On or about December 15, 2010, the Plaintiff did make a 
request in writing for the appropriate procedure in order to 
apply to get Social Security Benefits due to the fact that 
Plaintiff had worked in this country for about 15-years. 

4. The Social Security Administration Office did fail, refuse, 
and neglect to comply with the Plaintiff's request. 

5. On or about July 05, 2011, the Plaintiff elected to treat the 
failure of the Social Security Administration Office to 
respond to the Plaintiff's request as a denial of his request. 

6. The Plaintiff brings this Civil Action for the purpose of 
compelling the Defendant to disclose to the Plaintiff his 
entire record as maintained within the System of Records of 
the Social Security Administration Office on December 15, 
2010, together with any other records pertinent to the said 
request .
